MEAT RATIONING 
"LIFTED IN CANADA 


Canadians can buy all the meat 
they want following temporary sus- 
pension of the ration of about two 
pounds a person a week in effect 
since last May. Meatless Tuesdays 
also are dropped for the time being. 

Effective from Sunday midnight 
no ration coupons are needed for 
meat purchases. Canned salmon also 
has been removed from the ration 
list but it is not as abundant as 
meat. . 

The announcement was made by 
Douglas Abbott, Parliamentary As- 
sistant to Finance Minister Isley, 
amid applause of members of the 
House of Commons. ’ 

He emphasized that rationing was 
suspended—-not abandoned, The ac- 
tion was made necessary by enlarged 
Canadian livestock production and 
shipping difficulties which prevented 
movement of surpluses to the United 
Kingdom.

Speaking at the annual conven- 
tion of the Class “B” Fairs As- 
sociation in Toronto, Dr. G, I, 
Christie, president of the O.A.C., 
Guelph, emphasized the necessity 
of keeping Fall fairs active dur- 
ing the war.

He also réferred to the effect of 
tural fairs on the improvement 
of live stock and particularly to 
the growing interest of farm 
youth in them. He hoped the 
Canadian National . Exhibition, 
the eee! Winter Fair, Ottawa 
Exhi n, and other large shows 
would be resumed as son 48 pus- 
sible because they were neeied, 

In his address, Dr. Christie con- 
demnd the pracii-e of | show 
herds travelling all over the 
province winning the prizes at 
every fair, and urged the fair di- 
rectors to concentrate on bring- 
ing out the best live stock in their 
own neighborhoods.

In his opening speech, which 
keynoted the conference, Glen 
Bannerman, who was re-elected 
President of the Canadian Assoc- 
jation of Broadcasters said, before 
presenting his plan for a three-man

Board of Commissioners, “I am con- 
vinced the present system of broad- 
casting has, over recent, years, 
developed a trend dangerous to the 
best interests of the citizens of 
Canada and of broadcasting. There 
is a real danger that you are being 
placed in a position where it is 
gradually becoming impossible for 
you to meet your obligations to 
your fellow citizens in your com- 
munities. There is'a distinct danger 
to freedom of the air, to freedom 
of speech and to the exchange of 
ideas, 

“The system is becoming too 
centralized — too monopolistic and 
too cumbersome for the rapid 
changes and developments in 
broadcasting. There is so much 
machinery to the system that it 
takes far too long to make neces- 
sary changes and adjustments. To- 
day there is a continual struggle 


going on, not only on your part,: 


but also within the CBC itself to 
prevent the present system from 
becoming too rigid and circum- 
scribed, Unless changes in the 
system are made in the near future, 
I believe the struggle will be lost”. 

It is inevitable that the struggle 
between private interests of Can- 
adian and Government owned 
systems will eventually come to a 
head, but in the opinion of those 
aftending the convention the day 
that the privately owned station Js 
killed off, will be the day that 
sounds the death knell of Can- 
adian’ radio,

Naval Action Against Japan To Be 
Supported By Land and Air Drive 


The war in China may be ex- 
pected soon to come into greater 
prominence in co-relation with the 
American Navy’s intended push 
across the Pacifi¢ toward China’s 
coasts, writes Guenther Stein in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 


Far-reaching perparations are 
under way for support of naval 
action by aggressive land and air 
operations against Japan from the 
Chinese interior, 

This is clearly 
the statement which 
Joseph Stilwell has 
in Chungking. 

“Admiral Nimitz has stated that 
the Navy intends driving across 
the Pacific, breaking the Japanese 
blockade, landing ground and air 
forces on the Chinese mainland,” 
General Stilwell declared. 

“To accomplish such mission 
naval action must be supported by 
aggressive land and air offensive 
projected from the interior. 

“This we intend to do in spite of 
the existing blockade. 

“Chinese and American forces 
fighting through Burma have al- 
ready begun their first assault on 
the Japanese cordon. 

“The Ledo Road is progressing 
satisfactorily in spite of extremely 
unfavorable weather conditions. 

“At present, however, China is 
totally dependent on air transport 
and needs an immediate and con- 
tinuous increase in supplies. 
China+based operations cannot 
wait for penetration of the block- 
ad« by land or sea. 

“Air transport in this theater 
has set historic .ecords, but far 
greater tonmage must be achieved 
than our present operations per- 
mit. To accomplish this end we 
will have the largest and newest 
cargo carriers available and in 
anticipation of such aircraft every 
facility and accommodaton is be- 
nig prepared.”

On March 31, thie present gasoline licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. After that date no gasoline will he sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-45 ration book. 


In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at once 
for a new license and ration coupon book for cach of his vehicles. 
Application forms must be completed in detail. : 
a Commencing April 1, under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the opera- 
tion of which will be basically the same.as that now in effect, all 
non-commercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic’* AA”’ 
gasOline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
a passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle. 

4 | Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a ‘Special’ category, who 
s can prove their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending March 31, 1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
—-.the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 


The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
- 6 “Special’’, and each book will contain not more chan 60 units. To 
sg permit constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one “Special’’ book, or portion thereof, will be issucd at a time. 
The Oil Controller also has the right to refuse any application for 
a “‘Special"’ category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
_ an infraction of the regulations. 
The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a‘* Special" 
category unless your need is urgent. 


Gasoline for commercial vchidles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi- 
tics after March 31, operators of commercial vehicles are urged to 


complete at once and in detail the required application for each of 
their vehicles. 


On and after April 1, service station attendants will not accept 
gasoline ration coupons unless the license plate number of the motor 
vehicle for which they were issued is written in ink on cach coupon. 
Every motor vehicle must also display on its windshield a 1944-45 
sticker indicating the category of the coupon book submitted at 
the time of the purchase.

Many Additional Jobs Will Be 
Available In Canada After 
The War 


Fear of tunemployment in the 
postwar period would seem un- 
warranted in the light of the re- 


-port of Dr. G. M. Weir, “A Survey 


of Rehabilitation” tabled recently 
in the House of Commons. 


Dr. Weir, who has had consid- 
erable experience in preparing re- 
ports such as this one, is acting 
Director of Training of the De- 
partment of Pensions and National 
Health, and has been engaged since 
1942 in compiling the survey based 
on opinions of substantial numbers 
of people with specialized knowl- 
edge in widely varied fields and on 


_ questionaires from men afid wo- 


men in the Armed Services, and 
business and professional groups.

In the opinion of these thous-- 
ands of Canadians, wheh peace 
comes and after the transition from 
wartime to peacetime economies, 
there is a possibility of there being 
anywhere from a million to a mil- 
lion and a half additional jobs 
available in this Dominion. 


Professional opportunities ‘ are 
seen increased by 50,000 with doc- 
tors and dentists heading the list. 
Construction and building, manu- 
facturing and agriculture are seen 
as offering the greatest opportuni- 
ties for employment of men in the 
Armed Services, and, in the case 
of women, the three principal ficlds 
will be found in service (profes- 
sional, personal and miscellaneous), 
vocational and clerical work.

Hitler Indicates 
Suitable Understudy 


-According to Stockholm reports, 
which maybe taken as well-in- 
formed, Hitler recently held a 
.Berchtesgaden conférence at which 
he indicated Martin Bormann as 
his nominee for the Fuehrership 
in case anything happened to him- 
self, writes the London  corres- 
pondent of The Ottawa Journal. 
Whether this is a hint that Hitler 
contemplates hara-kiri, which he 


has frequently stated would be his . 


resort in extremity, anybody is at 
liberty to guess. His selected 
triumvirate, in the event of his own 
demise, consists of Bormann, as 
Number One, with Goering and 
Himmler, 

Bormann’s reputation is a sinis- 
ter one. He is reputed, by those 
who know about him, the most 
ruthless “Nazi of them all. His 
present task is disciplining Ger- 
many’s dangerous home-front gar- 
tison of millions of conscripted 
foreign workers, These are said 
to total over twelve millions, and 
they have been showing signs of 
restiveness. Bormann’s plans for 
handling them are as drastic as 
his reputation suggests. He ig 44, 
an atheist, and is described as “a 
chunky little man with thin. black 
hair.”

Invasion Of Europe From West 
Impossible Without Air Supremacy 


A clearer perspective of the war— 
one which holds out high hopes for 
the future, but also reveals by how 
narrow a margin the Allies may 
have escaped catastrophe—is pro- 
vided by two reports just published, 
says the- New York Times. One is 
the review presented to the House 
of Commons by Air Minister Sin- 
clair in which he declares: “There 
lies before us now clearly attainable 
the glittering prize of air .suprem- 
acy——a talisman that can paralyze 
German industry and war trans- 
port.” This is a confident, sweep- 
ing ami authorative statement, all 
the more impressive because it is 
based on actual battle results. 


First Condition ef Victory 

It has become a military axiom 
that while the airplane can no more 
win wars that can any other single 
Weapon, nevertheless, supremacy 
in the air is the first condition of 
victory, and especially. of a victory 
which depends on the success of 
amphibious operations of unpre- 
cedented dimensions. The course 
of the war has shown that victory 
in Europe is impossible without a 
Mass invasion from the west, and 
the lessons of Sicily and Italy have 
demonstrated that such an invasion, 
which must be staged from Britain 
across the English Channel, is like- 
wise impossible without complete 
domination of the skies. At best, 
the invasion will involve the great- 
est risks ever faced by any army; 
it wouki be foolhardy to undertake 
it before decisive victory is won in 
the air. But until recently the 
possibility of such an air victory 
was in itself a matter of grave 
doubt. In’ 1940 Hitler possessed 
air superiority, as the Allies do to- 
day; yet the British air force was 
able to maintain such striking power 
and reserves that Hitler did not 
dare stage his own cross-channel 
invasion of Britain and instead 
turned east against Russia. 


° Decisive Period 

Now, however, Air Minister Sin- 
clair assures us that not only Allied 
air superiority but Allied air su- 
premacy is in sight. His statement 
that the period between the Febru- 
ary and the March moons is likely 
to prove the decisive stage of the 
whole war demonstrates his con- 
fidence that the air victory is close 
at hand.. That may turn out to 
be the optimism of the specialist, 
but Mr. Sinclair is able to back up 
his optimism with a greater display 
of air-power than was thought pos- 
sible only a short while ago. He 
is able to back it up with round-the- 
clock air attacks by thousands of 
American and British planes on 
both the German air force and the 
factories which produce its planes. 
He is able to back it up with the 
diminishing power of the’ German 
air force to interfere with these as- 
saults; in fact, some of the Allied 
air armadas now roam the German 
skies without catching a glimpse of 
a German plane. He is able to 
back fteup, finally, with the dimin- 
ishing rate of Allied losses, a trem!

Lend-Lease to Russia 

The second report is that of lend- 
lease officials on shipments to Rus- 
sia. This is interpreted in Wash- 
ington to mean that both the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain strip- 
ped their own forces in the begin- 
ning to provirle the hard-pressed 
Kussian armies with that additional 
equipment that spelled the dif- 
ferénce between victory and defeat. 
These shipments, which now exceed 
$4,000,000,000 in value and include 
7,800 planes, 4,700 tanks and tank 
destroyers, © more than 170,000 
trucks, 33,000 jeeps and many other 
items, in addition to the huge sup- 
plies shipped to Russia by Great 
Britain, may have delayed both the 
training awl the equipment of the 
American and British armies, and 
therewith also the Allied prepara- 
tion for the present air battle and 
the invasion. But they helped to 
keep Russia in the war, and in so 
doing not only helped to save the 
Red Armies for the final battle but 
also prevented a junction of the 
German and. Japanese forces and a 
decisive shift of the balance of 
power in favor of the Axis, The 
fact that Russia is now publishing 
full details of Allied aid, and that 
the Russians themselves are aston- 
ishel at its dimensions, indicates a 
new appreciation of the Allied role 
in-the war whicu should smooth 
the path to a more perfect co-oper- 
ition in the future.

May Fortell Weather 
Year In Advance 


Today we make a new weather 
map every three hours to keep up 
with the rapid changes in the weat- 
her, and extend the forecast every 
six hours, John Humphreys points 
out in The National.

Twice a week we make 
days ahead 
which is eighty-five to ninety per- 
cent correct the first day but 
gradually decreases in accuracy to- 
ward the end of the period. But 
these five-day forecasts dre good 
enough so that urgent war traffic 
on the railroads is often routed 
according to them. 

A world network of weather- 
observing stations, sending reports 
to central offices, will come after 
the war. Ships and _ perhaps 
automatic floating stations will 
send in reports from the oceans. 

Long-range forecasts will -im- 
prove. Research may enable us to 
predict weather trends for six 
months or a year in advance.

For Vitamin “C” 
Eat Oranges 


Oranges top the list as an ex- 

cellent source of Vitamin “C” and 
Vitamin “C” is the best possible 
thing in the Spring for that groggy 
feeling. So drink copiously of the 
juice and serve oranges in many 
other healthful slishes. 
“ When the small fruit is selling 
at low prices they are the best for 
juice. Do the squeezing at the last 
moment, as orange juice exposed 
to the air over a long period loses 
its vitamin content. 

Orange slices with a creamy 
smooth custard is a favorite des- 
sert, especially with children. An- 
other favorite is sliced oranges and 
bananas. Then there are the com- 
binations in which milk and eggs 
appear to make them doubly nour- 
ishing for the children and grown- 
ups, too. Here are a few favorite 
Orange recipes: 

Orange Blancmange 

4 tablespoons cornstarch 
% tsp. salt 
%4 cup sugar 
% cup cold milk 
2%4 cups hot milk 

1 egg 

8 tablespoons grated orange. rind 

2 oranges, cut in sections” 

Mix cornstarch, sugar -and salt 
ami blend with cold’ milk. Add 
slowly to hot milk im top of double 
boiler and stir constantly until mix- 
ture thickens. Cook 20 to 30 min- 
ytes, stirring occasionally, Add 
well-beaten eggs and orange rind. 
Cook 8 minutes longer. Remove 
from: heat and partially cool, Ar- 
range orange sections in serving 
dishes. Add blanc mange and garn- 
ish with a little grated orange rind.

% cup sugar 

2 eggs, yolks and whites separ-

1 teaspoon lemon extract 
% cup strained orange juice

I suppose you have been taking 
an interest in press reports of the 
health insurance plans that our 
federal and provincial governments 
are arranging for us, As I see it, 
it is too early yet to formulate 
any ‘tlefinite opinion as to their re- 
spective merits even though they 
differ in so many ways. It is pro- 
posed to make the federal health 
plan mandatory; the provincial, op- 
tional. Optional health insurance 
would be a fine thing—for those 
contributing—-but what about the 
ones who wouldn't? The fact that 
they wouldn't insure is no guar- 
antee that medical care would not 
be required by them, ¥ am afraid 
optional health insurance might 
work out pretty much the same as, 
optional ear insurance. Ayman plays 
safe and insures his car esainst 
property and -personal liability. 
Then one day some fellow comes 
along driving a car whose brakes 
won't hokl, smashes into the in- 
stired car with dire results. The 
other fellow carries no insurance 
and has no means to compensate 
to the owner for damage inflicted. 
Thus with optional health insur- 
ance voluntary: subscribers would , 
be protected and yet, through ad- 
ditional taxation, would have to 
pay for the medical care. of in- 
digent patients Who were non- 
subscribers.

On the other hand the federal 
plan seems like a pretty steep fin- 
ancial proposition. The per capita 
tax woukl come hard on families 
with limited means. However I ath 
strongly in favour of sonte kind of 
health insurance. We need that 
much social security anyway. And 
I hope a coniplete medical “check- 
up every year would be one of the 
conditions of the plan, with a medi- 
ea! card stamped to that effect.

Garden Notes 


Better Varieties ‘ 


Gardening beginners often make 
the mistake of asking for varieties 
that perhaps were popular many 
years ago, without realizing that 
there has been vast improvement, 
and much better kinds are now: 
available. Plant breelers have 
been steadily turning out better 
varieties, bigger, earlier and more 
tender than. many.of us knew in the 
old days. 

Corns have been developed that 
give larger cobs, thicker and juic- 
ier kernels. There are beets and 
carrots that grow more quickly; 
radishes that are fit to use in a 
matter of days from the time of 


seeding; spinach that will not go 
to seed and become coarse so 
quickly; peas that will be realy 
to put in the pot in from 50 to 60 
days. 
All these points are most impor- 
tant, aml especially to the beginner 
or the gardener in parts of Canada 
where early frosts are all too fre- 
quent. These varieties are much 
too numerous to be mentioned in 
detail here. The prospective gar- 
dener is advised to secure a good 
seed ‘catalogue or up-to-date gov- 
ernment. bulletin’ which lists variet- 


.ies suitable for the various areas 


of Canada. Incidentally, all variet- 
ies listed in Canadian seed cata- 
logues are specially selected to 
thrive umler Canadian conditions. 
Planting Test 

Two factors determine the time 
to plant—the condition of the soil 
and the hardiness of whatever is 
being planted. Experts stress the 
extreme importance of the first 
point which, they say, is very of- 
ten ignored by the over-eager be- 
ginner. If soil is dug too soon, 
while it is still very moist,-the work 


of cultivation is often doubled or 
trebled and injury to the crops 
planted is serious. Heavy soil will 
almost “invariably form into hard 


lumps that may require almost an 
axe to break them up. 

The easy: test to determine when 
the soil is ready is to walk across 
it. If it is muddy and sticks tight 


faeling shoes, then it is best to al- 
low ito dry out some more. If 


it merely pressie down and crumb- 
les when handled and brushes off 
shoes easily, then it is right. This 
is the old test of the practical gar- 
dener.

Considering the needs of the 
battlefronts, every loss is grievous, 
but the rate of foss has become 
so small that its reduction to the 
present level represents a § great 
victory and one of the decisive 
factors in the whole war says, The 
New York Times. 
Hitler’s Victory Weapon 

For in Hitler’s calculations the 
submarine, more than any other 
weapon, was to be the weapon of 
victory. It was to isolate western 


dollars’ 


- Europe, Great Britain and Russia 


from outside help so that he could 
conquer them one by one by means 
of his armed legions, his tanks 
and planes. And if his submar- 
rines had lived up to his calcul- 
ations, who can say he would not 
have succeeded? In fact, in those 
dark days when Britain stood alone 
and when the Germans boasted of 
submarine tolls exceeding a million 
tons a month, borne in the main 
by British shipping, German hopes 
of starving out the island fortress 
were flying high, and may have 
contributed to Hitler’s decision to 
turn against Russia first. They 
were still flying high when Ger- 
man submarines operated directly 
off the American east coast and 
Japanese stibmarines Started to 
shell the west coast. How des- 
perately Hitler tried to cut the 
Allied life-line is indicated by the 
fact that he sent his best and cost- 
liest battleships and_ cruisers on 
lone raiding expeditions even at 
the risk of. their annihilation, 
Hitler’s Miscalculation 
But, as in. every other 
Hitler again miscalculated. The 
bridge of ships remained intact, and 
convoy losses which still amounted 
to one in every 181 ships in 1941 
dropped to one in every 238 the 
following year and to one in every 
844 for the whole of 1943. The 
submarine “wolt packs” were the 
last challenge, but after their de- 
feat the rate could be kept below 
one in very thousand throughout 
the whole second half of. last year, 
As a result America was able to 
send more than 2,000,000 troops and 
their supplies across the Atlantic, 
and in ,addition to supply allies 
with more than $20,000,000,000 
worth of war materials of all kinds 
of which a good part went to 
Russia. Even on that . dangerous 
route 88 per cent of the supplies 
went through. Both Mr, Alex- 
ewe and Secretary Knox warn 
that Germany has ¥ groot_ number 
of submarines in reserve and will 
undoubtedly make another try, 
vhich might come when our forces 
are fighting on the Continent and 
are most dependent on a contin- 
uous flow of supplies and reserves. 
But with the British flect stronger 
now than ever befcie “in relation 
to the enemy naval strength,” and 
with the American Navy now the 
largest in world history,. the Ger- 
man submarine has lost the im- 
portance as a decisive weapon that 
it once possessed,

His 
last -visit to Jerusalem was in A.D, 
58, and his defense before Agrippa 
in A.D, 60.

Place.—The conversion of Paul, 
a..d the events immediately follow- 
ing, took place near and in the 
city of Damascus, in Syria, some- 
times called the oldest city in -the 
v. orld. Saul’s defense before the 
multitude im the temple occurred, 
of course, in ,erusalem. His address 
tc Agrippa was g'ven in Caesarea, 
a great city on the Syrian coast, 
Saul’s Persecution Of The Church 

“Saul of Tarsus before bis con- 
version. But Saul, yet - breathing 
threatening and slaughter against 
the disciples of the Lord, went 
unto the high priest, and asked of 
him letters to Danfffscus’ unto the 
synagogues, that if he found any 
that were of the way, whether men 
or women, he might bring them 

~bound unto Jerusalem.” Saul, later 
ti® Anostle “aul, first appears in 
New Testament records as a young 
man standing near while Stephen 
was stoned (Acts 7: 58), we have 
a brief but vivid account of Saul’s 
terrible persecution of the “Church 
(Acts 8: 1-3), The great min- 
istry of Philip is then recorded and 
Saul reappears, still fiercely pur- 
suing Christians everywhere. We 
find him now on the way from 
Jerusalem to Damascus, 

Saul’s Conversion 

“And as he journeyed, it came 
to pass that he drew nigh unto 
Damascus: and suddenly there 
shone round about him a light out 
of heaven.” Why was such a super- 
natural manifestation at this time? 
Because this was needed to arrest 
this strong-willed man, Saul.

BELLEVILLE HISTCRY 


The Rt. Hon. W. L. MacKenzie 
King, Premier, has written a letter 
to W. C. Mikel, B.C.L., K.C., of Belle- 
ville commending the History of 
Belleville spread compiled by Mr.

Blood plasma, the foremost life- 
waver of wounded men in this war, 
has been split into a number of 
fractions, each of which is-as mir- 
aculous as plasma itself..Some of 
the new developments were de- 
scribed to the American Chemical 
Society at New York a few weeks 
ago by Dr. Edwin J. Cohn of Har- 
vard University. 

One fraction, albumin, does all 
the work of plasma and -only one- 
fifth the volume is required. _ 

A second, one of the globulins 
which protect man from many dis- 
eases, is the best preventive and 
treatment for measles yet found 
and is in large scale production 
for the armed forces. 

A third, made of two of the. 
blood’s clotting elements, is a new 
plastic, which looks like a cross be- 
tween nylon and rubber, and is in 
use in surgery where shecis of it 
have been substituted for lost lay- 


ers of lining over the brain. 


Two others are new substances 
that quickly stop bleeding in 
wounds. ; 

A sixth is the substance which 
defines the different types of blood, 
and is in use in military blood typ- 
ing. 

And these are only some of the 
discoveries made.

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Garden Notes 


To Relieve Strain 


This year with the war in a 
crifical phase, gardens and garden- 
ing are needed nfGre than ever. Not 
only are they needed for providing 
essential food, but also as a use- 
ful and pleasant recreation open to 
every citizen of the Dominion. In 
the spring one turns naturally to 
gardening. Digging in the soil, 
sowing seeds and watching plants 
develop provides a’ welcome and 
needed change wheh. tension was 
never greater, and when many of 
our normal recreations may be no 
longer possible. 


Good Seed 
There is not a subrtitute for good 
seed. Other factors may be be- 
yond control but the gardener has 
absolute check over this foundation. 
Without. good seed the garden is 
going to be a failure. 


Sow Grass Early 

Any work with lawns should be 
started just as quickly in the spring 
as possible. This does not mean 
that the soil should be worked while 
it is still wet. But once one can 
walk over the ground without get- 
ting his shoes muddy, then the rake 
can be brought into play. 

In both new lawns or in patch- 
ching, the soil. should be raked fine 
and level. ‘Authorities advise sow- 
ing only the highest quality of seed 
mixtures, as thick as “directions 
specify and, of course when there 
is no wind | lowing. 

Both new and old lawns benefit 
from rolling while the ground Is 
still soft. Grass) like any other 
plant, needs good soil and an an- 
nual application of fertilizer is ad« 


visable. This pushes growth so 

that many weeds are crowded out. 
Layouts 

The most effective layout of 


flowers, lawns and shrubbery, for 
the average gardener, is an informal 
one, That is, curved paths and 
borders rather than straight lines, 
But when we put in these curves, 
especially in paths, landscape ex- 
perts say, we must be sure to make 
a reason for them otherwise the 
whole effect will be artifical. At 
the bend in the driveway or path, 
therefore, it is well’ to have a tree 
or a group of shrubs or a flower 
bed. 

In screening, it is not necessary 
nor desirable to cover the whole 
of fence, wall or garage unless the 
same is unsightly, Much more 


, Pleasing results follow where the 


shrubbery, vines and flowers mere- 
ly break the lines of the man-ma “e 
Structures behind them, but fea.e 
enough showing for contrast.

SAE INES at 


Britain’s Ban On Irish Travel 
Necessary For Safety Of Troops 


There was no blood and thunder 
in the remarks Mr. Churchill made 
last week about the little neutral 
nation on the other side of the St. 
George's Channel, says the New 
York Times, Secretary Hull show- 
ed the same moderation in his com- 
ments at his press conference. Pub- 
lic opinion in both countries will 
support these spokesmen, There 
can be no feeling in the United 
States or in Britain against the peo- 
ple of Ej’re. 

The problem, as Mr. Churchill 
briefly explained it, is a purely prac- 
tical one. As long as Axis spiés, 
with the status of diplomats, re- 
main in Eire, close to the scene 
of preparation for the invasion of 
the Continent, the military plans of 
the United ‘Nations are in danger of 
being betrayed. 

The Time Has Come 

Speaking in the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. Churchill said in part: 

“We have for some time past 
taken a number of measures to min« 
imize the dangers arising from a 
substantial disservice to the Allied 
cause involved in the retention by 
Mr. de Valera’s government of the 
German Minister and Japanese 
Consul, with their Stafis, in Dub- 
lin, 

“The time has now come when 
these measures must be strengthen- 
ed, and the restrictions on travel to 
Ireland announced in the press are 
the first step in a policy designed 
to isolate Great Britain from Sou- 
thern Ireland and also to isolate 
Southern Ireland from ‘the outer 
world during the critical period 
which now is approaching.” 

Affect On Union 

This isolation of Southern Ire- 
land is being undertaken in order 
to safeguard United Nations troops, 
Specifically, it must be intended to 
keep the Germans from knowing 
where, when, in what force and by 
what means we shall attempt to 
land on the European coast, Coun- 
less lives might be lost if the Ger- 
mans knew the answers. There 
would be bitter resentment if the 
answer came from Dublin. Irish. 
men themselves, “large numbers” 
of whom, as the Prime Minister 
Says, “are fighting so bravely” in 
the British forces, would die on 
the beaches. The-union of all Ire- 
land, which the majority of the 
island’s inhabitants undoubtedly de- 
sire, would be postponed, All 
the old wounds would bleed afresh,

‘For the 
British people have found it hard 
to tolerate a situation in which 
Hire has given a privileged position 
to Axis spies, notwithstanding the 
fact that Eire’s very existence as a 
free nation depends on an Allied 
victory. 

The British Government's state- 
ment that military considerations 
have forced the latest move to seal 
off Eire has increased a sense of 
Strained expectation which predom- 
inates in Britain today as prepara- 
tions for invasion dominate all 
spheres ‘of daily*life. 

Further Allied actions against 
Eire are ‘being debated in Britain, 
such as closing of the border be- 
tween Ulster and Eire, Nor is it 
felt that the South Irish people 
can expect much help from Bri- 
tain and the United States in their 
present acute shorage of such ne- 
cessities as coal and gasoline, 

Some Limited Permits 

All travel to and from Ireland 
won't cease immediafely, as exist- 
ing short-term permits will still be 
valid. But in future only the high- 
est priority and special compas- 
sionate reasons will permit journeys 
across the Irish Cannel, Thousands 
of Irish men and women Serving in 
the forces and working in British 
factories will be for the time being 
cut off from home, 

Mail and’ phone communications 


will remain, but-a tightening up of 
\ censorship is expected as

have been some laxities in these 
services, 

Hope For Settlement 

Nevertheless so long as German 
and Japanese representatives re- 
main in Dublin, the Axis has an 
advantage for espionage, 

Mr. de Yalera said he turned 
down an American request for Ejre 
to break diplomatic relations with 
the Axis because the Dublin Gov- 
ernment couldn’t do so “without a 
complete betrayal of their demo-

Farm Cash eS 


At New High Level 


Acording to official estimates, the 
cash income of Canadian farmers 
reached a new high level in 1948 
when the ‘estimated returns from 
the sale of farm products totalled 
$1,397 million. This represents an 
increase of $282 million, or 25 per 


. cent, over 1942, and is up $674 mil- 


lion or 93 per cent, over 1939, 
Higher income “is reported from 
all provinces and with few eXcep- 
tions the increase is common to alt 
the various sources of income, 

The greatest percentage increases 
occurred in the Prairie Provinces 
where despite a reduced harvest, 
sales from the previous year’s crop 
were substantial. The returns from 
live stock were also substantially 
greater in the Prairie Provinces, 
particularly in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. Poof crops<in the Eas- 
tern Provinces resulted in a reduc- 
tion in cash income from the sale 
of graing in these provinces but the 
declines were offset by greater in- 
come from the sale of live stock 
and live stock products,

Many be, and are. It depends 
on the house—on its construction, 
its position and its size. 

»We have tried our best with stoves 
and after figuring things out from 
every angle we decided that a fur- 
nace would take less fuel and give 
better results than three stoves, 
Why haven't we installed one be- 
fore? Well, consider farm prices 
for ten years frevious to the war 
and you have the answer.

Well, I had no idea putting in a 
furnace meant so much work, took 
so much time, and made so much 
confusion. The plumber tells me 
that this job In a new house is a 
cinch—installing one in an old, 
soldily built house is something clse 
again. But he didn’t need to tell 
me---I could see for myself, We 
have three cellars under the house, 
divided by stone walls twelve in- 
ches thick, Holes had to be made 
in these walls for the pipes to go 
through—and some of the pipes 
were twelve and fourteen inches in 
diameter, Partner was helping the 
plumber, and the two of them were 
pounding away with picks and 
crowbars. There was a time when 
I wondered if the fob would ever 
be finished. 


I don't know what the plumber 
thought of me—every day I would 
say—"Shall we be able to light the 
furnace today?” Finally, last Fri- 
day, came the answer for which I 
had been longing—“I think we can 
light the furnace about four o'clock 
today!" 

I had to go out that afternoon 
but believe me I was back by four 
clock.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The appearance of our 
Lord to the women on Easter Sun- 


day morning took place on Sun- 


day, April 9, A.D. 30. The first 
epistle of Paul to the Corinthians 
was written to the great Greek city 
of Corinth somewhere between 
AD, &7 and 59, 

Place —- The first appearance of 
our Lord to°the women took place 
near the empty tomb, probably in 
the garden surrounding the tomb 
of Joseph of Arimathaea. The 
church of Corinth, to which this 
Epistle was addressed, was in the 
_freat city of that name in central 
Greece. 

’ State of Incorruption 

“There is one glory of the sun, 
and another of the moon, and an- 
other glory of the stars; for one 
star differeth from another star in 
glory.” Paul simply draws atten- 
tion to the many differences that 
appear in bodily forms. 

“So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption; it 
is raised in incorruptidn.” Incor- 
ruption is a timeless state, peffect, 
constant, changeless. 

Dishonor and Glory 

“Tt is sown in dishonor; it is 
raised in glory.” The apostle has 
no thought of any positive dis- 
honor inflicted either by God or 
man tipon the body during the 
present life —- dishonor is simply 
in contrast with glory. 

“It is sown in weakness: it is 
sown a natural body; it is raised 
® spiritual body. If there is a na- 
tural body, there is also a spiritual 
body.” As the phrase ‘a natural 
body’ means a body like ours, 
formed by the energy of the prin- 
ciple of animal life, so must the 
phrase ‘a spiritual body’, which de- 
scribes the resurrection body, de- 
note a body which shall be formed 
by the energy of the immortal 
spirit, a body specially adapted 
to the cravings and necessities of 
the spirit, as this present body is 
to those of the animal life. 

In The Image of Christ 

“So also it is ‘Written, the -first 
man Adam became a living soul, 
The last Adam became a life-giy- 
ing spirit. How beit that is not 
first which is spiritual, but that 
which is natural; then that which 
is spiritual. The first man is of the 
earth, earthy; the second man is 
of heaven.” The first Adam here, 
of course, is the first man God 
created. The last Adam is none 
other than the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Apostle contrasts the first and 
second Adam, The one was a 
man; the other infinitely more,

Hydro May Build_ 


More Rural Lines 


Three hundred miles of rural 
Hydro lines will be constructed in 
Ontario next summer if the prob- 
lems of labor and materials do not 
inter fgce with the program, Hydro 
Chairman George Challies (P.C., 
Grenville-Dundas) informed the 
Legislature recently. 

Mr. Challies said the commis- 
sion has accepted 4,000 farm con- 
tracts and 2,000 urban contracts 
for electrical services, the largest 
volume in the history of the Prov- 
ince for a like period. 

“Last year 44 miles of rural Hy- 
dro line were constructed,” said 
Mr, Challies. “We are asking the 
Dominion authorities to let us con- 
struct 300 miles of rural line this 
summer. If we can get labor and 
materials we will carry out this 
program as fast as possible.” 

In reply to an Opposition ques- 
tion, Mr. Challies said the 300-mile 
program would be divided among 
all parts of the Province on the 
basis of need, Abolition of the rur- 
al service charge would result in 
& possible loss of revenue to the 
commission of $527,000, but increas- 
ed use of power would offset that, 
it was explained.

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OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Question on Subsidies On 
Dairy Products May Be Re- 
opened Before May 1 


Protest.over the failure of the 
Federal Government to continue 
the subsidies on “dairy products 
throughout the summer months has 
been registered by a delegation of 
some 30 members of the Dairy 
Farmers of Canada. This* group, 
representative of all branches of 
the dairy industry, met in Ottawa 
earlier this month with the Agri- 
cultural Food Board and also with 
the Hon, J. G. Gardiner, Minister 
of Agriculture, and put their case 
in plain language. The Minister 
was urged to have the Cabinet re- 
open the question of subsidies be- 
fore May 1 when most of the ‘sub- 
-auties now being paid’ on dairy 
products will be reduced. 

* * * 


There is hope that appropriate 
action will be taken. Dr. G. S. H. 
Barton, Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture and Chairman of the Agri- 
cultural Food Board, said recently, 
“Of all the food products needed 
urgently,. dairy products top the 
list.” The reason for this, he said, 
is due to the wide range of de- 
mands for butter, cheese, concen- 
trated milk, fluid milk and other 
milk products as a result of war. 

Canadian civilian consumption of 
milk ang milk products jumped 
18% in 1943 over the previowds year.

While it is pointed out that it ts 
resistant to only two of the many 
forms of leaf rust, these are the 
ones causing most of the damage 
in the Maritimes. Erban has no 
resistance to stem rust but is high- 
ly resistant to both loose and cov- 
ered smut, and over a period of 
years has compared favorably with 
Banner and Victory in yield. The 
kernels are large so that increas- 
ing, the regular seeding rate by one 
or two pecks per bushed is advised 
when this variety is used,

Axis Troops Pour Into Hungary 
And Occupy All Strategic Points 


Out of the welter of confusing 
and contradictory reports about 
Hungary. there emerges this one 
certainty: Hitler has taken over an- 
other country, He has converted 
another ally into a vassal and is 
rapidly wiping out any distinction 
between those who hoped to share 
in his victory and those he has 
conquered. Moreover, he appears 
to have accomplished this new coup 
with the same old methods of 
treachery, surprise and fifth column 
preparation that proved so success- 
ful in the cases of Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark and Norway, and 
to some extent even in Poland, the 


Netherlands, Belgium and Yugo- 
slavia. For while the heads of the 


Hungarian Government were. still 
conferring with Hitler at his head- 
quarters, more than 190,030 Ger- 
man and Rumanian troops marched 
into Hungary with the aid and con- 
nivance of Hungarian Nazi ele- 
ments; occupied all its important 
points and communication centers; 
arrested hundreds of Liberals and 
Socialists, and rapidly crushed any 
opposition. Now Hitler is search- 
ing for a compliant puppet govern- 
tent under whose nominal author- 
ity he proposes to incorporate Hun- 
gary into that greater German Le- 
bensraum which is rapidly turning 
from a living space into a region 
«f death, says the New York Times,

Rumania heralds the end of the 
battle of Russia and the beginning 
of the battle for the B@ikans. Hit- 
ler must hold the Balkans because 
he needs their raw materials, and 
in particular the oil of Rumania; 
without which his war machine 
would be in danger of breaking 
down. But after the severance of 
the Odessa-Warsaw railway by the 
Russian armies his main communi- 
cation lines to the Balkans lead 
through Hungary. Hungary was 
his ally; it joined both the Anti- 
Comintern pact and the Axis pact; 
it granted Germany military transit 
rights long ago, and it joined in the 
war against Russia with its own 
troops. But, using treachery as a 
normal devi of his own diplo- 
macy, Hitler trusts nobody. He 
does not trust the Germans whom 
he keeps in line by the terror of 
his police; and he trusts his allies 
even less—unless his own troops 
and Gestapo are in control. The 
German occupation of Hungary is 
thus Hitler’s notice to the world 
that he is determined to fight for 
the Balkans and that the Carpath- 
ians are his main line of defense. 
Hungary’s Recent Growth 

Just what the attitude of the Hun- 
garian Government has been in this 
Situation is still unclear. There are 
reports that it refused Hitler's 
sweeping demands and has been 
put under arrest. That is not im- 
plausible, for proud Hungary has 
always been jealous of its sover- 
eignty. But that does not absolve 
the Government of responsibility 
for the plight of the country. Hun- 
gary joined Hitler partly under the 
compulsion of its exposed geogra- 
phic situation, but also because: of 
the spoils promised it. With Ger- 
man aid, it acquired the Carpatho- 
Ukraine from Czechoslovakia, 
Transylvania and Rumania and the 
Banat from Yugoslavia. The coun- 
try grew from 35,800 square miles, 
with a population of 9,100,000 ‘to 
61,700 square miles and a popula- 
toin of 12,700,000. Now Hitler is 
exacting payment for his aid at the 
cost of Hungary's independence. 

Again The Iron Fist 

There still remains the question 
why Hitler adopted methods which 
are bound to antagonize the Hun- 
garian people. There can be no 
doubt that the Hungarians would 
resist a Russian attempt at invas- 
ion. But if they could escape an 
invasion and get out of the war 
even at the cost of heavy sacrifices 
they would probably ‘jump at the 
chance. There have been numer- 
ous reports that not only Hungary 
but also Rumania and Bulgaria 


were eagerly seeking a way out,

FINE REPORT OF C.N.R. 


Management and personnel of 
the Canadian National Railways 
are to be congratulated on the re- 
port on 1943 operations tabled in 
the House of Commons last week. 
The statistics presented by the 
president and chairman, Mr. R. C. 
Vaughan, constitute a new high all 
around. After payment of all op- 
erating expenses, there is a net 
revenue of $116,140,000, or $29,484,- 
000 more than in 1942, A cash sur- 
plus of $35,639,000 remained after 
mecting taxes, interest due the 
public and- the Government, and 
providing $19,000,000 reserve for 
pension contracts. This exceeded 
the surplus of 1942 by more than 
$10,000,000. 

The unprecedenteds success was 
due primarily to the heavy traffic 
of a war year, It shows neverthe- 
less the earning power of the sys- 
tem when the possibility exists. 
Obviously expenditures were close- 
ly watched. Operating expenses in- 
creased by $35,476,000, while oper- 
ating revenue gained $64,961,000; 
The operating ratio for the year 
war 73.64 per cent, compared with 
81.99 per cent in the most favor- 
able peace year, 1928. 

The way in which the railway 
systems have risen to the extra- 
ordinary demands must be gratify- 


ing to the public as well as thos¢ 


directly concerned with the job. A’ 
standard has been set. which indi- 
cates that only sufficient traffic is 
required to make operations suc- 
cessful at any time.

Plan Frozen-Food 
Units For Farmers 


Ontario farmers after the war 
may be able, through “quick-freez- 
ing” units at low cost, to enjoy im 
midwinter the berries and veget- 
ables they produce in summer, As 
soon as the war ends, Ontario 
Hydro proposes to send out me- 
chanized units to display to the 
farmer and his wife latest electrical 
machinery and “gadgets” available, 
The plan was disclosed in the Leg- 
islature last week by Hydro Com- 
missioner G. H. Challies. 

Mr. Challies said the “quick freez- 
ing” unit was not a dream but had 
been worked on for months in 
Hydro laboratories to sell at a very 
low cubic-foot cost. Hydro was 
not merchandising but would pro- 
vide cheap power to bring modern 
equipment within the reach of every 
farm home. 


He knew, he said, of one unit al- 
ready in operation which could 
hold 60 dozen ears of corn, six 
crates of strawberries, six crates of 
raspberries as well as poultry and 
hiteat. Through their use farmers 
could enjoy in winter their summer 
surplus. :
